For scores of 
thousnnds of years, no race of men ever before 
liacl l)ren discontented at being nearly right. If 
Hie Athenians had not discovered th«{t creative 
joy is superior to tlie pain of pursuing a prob- 
lem to its end, the world might still be worship- 
ping what another Frenchman has called the 
*'iilt of incompetence. 


Because they did not stop at being nearly 


right, the Athenians established a civilization, 
live hundred years before the birth of Christ 
which remains without a peer for intellectual 
effideney. Whoever wishes a measure of his

f;''wk lost. As the habit of being nearly right 
«ives \v;iy to exactitude in information, so does 
tlie gtmvth of intellect make itself known.
